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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant has amended claims 53-56 and 68 in response to a FINAL Office Action, mailed 23 December 
2004. These amendments raise new issues after prosecution on the merits has been closed, wherein said new issues require a new 
search and consideration with regard to the claimed invention. Because said new search and new consideration would be required after 
prosecution on the merits has been closed, the amendment will not be entered. 

Specifically, the amendment of claim 56 inserts the new limitation "yeast promoter;" this limitation has not previously been considered 
with regard to the claim, and thus would require new search and new consideration (and possibly the formulation of new rejections) after 
prosecution on the merits has been closed.
